will revolutionize industry. 
The say­ 
ing that knowledge is power and solu­ 
tion asserts itself in all these 
pro­ 
blems.” 
Dr. Williams is a staunch believer in 
the system by 
Thomas 
E. 
Mitten, 
president of the Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit Company that operates 
tho 
trolley system of} Philadelphia. 
He 
reviewed the 
struggle 
between Mr. 
Mitten and some banker stockholders 
on the question of whether the lines 
should be operated for the purpose of 
increased dividends or increased wages 
Mr. M itten’s appeal to the workers 
who bought up as much stock as they 
could brought victory for him and now 
the employees are shareholders and 
own part of the ccmipany. 
“It is the only traction company in 
the country where employes are own­ 
ers and 
where the 
employes and 
stockholders are now both satisfied. 
The threatened railroad strike 
last 
year 
was averted because the work­ 
ers of the Pennsylvania lines realized 
that a strike would hurt their own 
interests as they were part owners 
of the railroad.” 
Dr. Williams then went into de­ 
tails of giving comparisons 
of the 
number of stockholders of the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad upon its organiza­ 
tion and today, 
showing 
that the 
original number was about fifty and 
today there are nearly one hundred 
and thirty thousand, of which most* 
are workers. He declared that if the 
present coati situation was handled 
in a like manner ‘the strike would 
not be. 
“Where there is secrecy there 
is- 
suspicion. 
With complete publicity 
trouble will be over, for no one will 
stand in the face of public disfavor. 
No corporation should have the right 
to 
add to its 
capital unless 
the 
transaction has been passed upon by 
same judicial ai|thority. 
Thi* will 
be the next great change.” 
This was the extent of Dr. Wil­ 
liams’ appeal for publicity and after 
dwelling on statistics of the growth 
of the number of stockholders in var­ 
ious well known corporations of to­

Orders instructing the hostlers and 
hostler helpers to return to work in 
the Western Maryland shops imme­ 
diately, the refusal of union 
leaders 
and Western Maryland 
Railroad of­ 
ficials to confirm the rumor th at the 
Maintenance of Way Department was 
negotiating a new agreement with the 
Dickson Construction and Repair Co. 
and a statement by President Maxwell 
C. Byers, of the W estern 
Maryland 
Railroad that it was not with an aim 
to break the unions that the contract 
system was adopted, were the major 
developments in the strike in Hagers­ 
town, Monday. 
L. V. Crouse, foreman of the host­ 
lers, who received the message Mon­ 
day night, stated Shat the hostlers 
would return to work on the same 
wage scale they received before the 
contract system was adopted and 
would work but eight hours per day. 
This scale is 62 cents an hour, 
two 
cents more than the machinists are 
paid under the contract system. 
Six­ 
teen men are affected in Hagerstown. 
he*said. 
The order instructing the 
hostlers 
and hostlers helpers to return to work 
was not taken even by the W estern 
Maryland as indicative of any break 
in the rank of the strikers, for 
the 
hostlers union is not one of the Fed­ 
erated Shop Crafts, but is controlled 
by the Firemen’s agreement. 
It will be recalled that the hostlers 
did not walk out when the shop crafts 
and maintenance of way workers did. 
It was several days later that the hos­ 
iers, about a dozen in number, left the 
shops in sympathy with the shopmen. 
It was said at the time that they were 
not ordered to leave by their union 
heads. 
The order to the hostlers 
probably 
resulted from pressure brought to bear 
upon the Firemen’s union President 
Maxwell C. Byers, who it is said, urg­ 
ed that the Brotherhood see that 
its 
contract with the railroad was not vio­ 
lated if they desired tho same assur­ 
ances from the W estern Maryland.

The total amount used in paying the 
bonus is not to exceed $9,000,000 and 
the fundi) are to be raised by a direct 
and collateral inheritance tax.

bill provides that each soldier, sailor 
and marine who served in the late 
war shall receive a bonus of $10.00 a 
month, for each month he was in the 
service, prior to the signing of the 
armistice with 25 per cent additional 
for overseas duty.

bill the 
comptroller 
has 
already 
received 
many applications 
for forms from 
ex-soldiers who intend to apply for 
the bonus.
